Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 49-53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. These claims are dependent either directly or indirectly on cancelled claim 35. For this 
reason, the scope of the claims cannot be ascertained. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claim 38 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Collins, III (U.S. 

4, 109,815). Collins, III teaches a lid comprising an outer lid at 30 and an inner lid 20. The outer lid 
has a top part 32 and a cylindrical collar 34. The cylindrical collar has securing means 36 and 
protrusion 40. The inner lid has a lower coefficient of friction on the upper layer, as set forth in col. 3 
line 67 through col. 4 line 1 . Collins, III also teaches that there may be a single protrusion or a 
plurality of protrusions in col. 3 lines 60-63. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this tide, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 38-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Borges et al. 
(U.S. 4,452,842) in view of Collins, III (U.S. 4,109,815). Borges et al. discloses the claimed 
invention except for the specific structure of the outer lid. Collins, III teaches that it is known to 
provide an inner lid with an outer lid which engages a container. It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide the inner lid of Borges et 
al. with the outer lid of Collins, III, in order to properly secure the inner lid to the container opening. 

7. Claims 38-48, and 54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Borges et 
al. (U.S. 4,452,842) in view of Han (U.S. 4,789,074). Borges et al. discloses the claimed invention 
except for the specific structure of the outer lid. Han teaches that it is known to provide an inner lid 
with an outer lid which engages a container. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to provide the inner lid of Borges et al. with the outer lid 
of Han, in order to properly secure the inner lid to the container opening. 



Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are moot in view of 
the new ground(s) of rejection. The new grounds of rejection were necessitated by the amendment filed 
February 24, 2004.
